It wae this decision which gave the presi- 
dent hig authority. The Supreme court killed 
the merit law of the county and that rein- 
stated the 1806 merit law, which confers the * 
power upon the head of the county board to 
remove any civil service commissioner for 
neglect of duty, incompetence, or malfea- 
ance. 

The order of the Supreme court has not 
been emtered by the trial court and # is agsert- 
ed by Tatge and Greer that the 1911 law re- 
maine in effect until that technicality is com- 
plied with. It is upon this ground that they 
threatened trouble.

By order of the surgeon genera! a physician 
of the United States marine hospital service, 
Dr. Milton H. Foster, was sent to meet the 
Gurman physician on his arrival aboard the 
steamship Kronprinzessin Cecilie. 

At the request of the government surgeon 
Dr. Friedmann, after helf a hour's con- 
ference aboard the steamship on the trip 
up from quarantine, consented to turn over a 
quantity of hie bacilli to be tested by the 
government and to demonstrate the efficacy 
of his cure before physicians of the hospital 
service. He agreed to meet a laboratory

In the Fourteenth ward W: F. Gailing, re- 
called last week as Progressive committee- 
man, defeated his rival, E. C. Armitage, by 
nominating J. M. Cowder by thirty-eight 
votes over Thomas L. Milne, the Anmitage 
selection. 

Ald. T. J. Ahern showed his independence 
of the city hall crowd when he distanced 
Thomas J. Cassidy in the Thirteenth. 
The police and firemen in this ward openly | 
ignored Mayor Harrison's plea for the ad- 
ministration slate and ‘“‘“went down the 
line *’ for Ahern. 

Ald. Kunz, in the Sixteenth ward, also 
proved that the H.-H. opposition was more 
of a benefit than an injury to his candidacy 
for renomination. He beat Frank Truschke, 
who ran under the city hall banner, 389. 
Ald. Hyldahi has a cloge call in the Twenty- 
seventh. He won by only nine votes over 
G. Ed Trebing, an H.-H. candidate. This 
Was one of the warmest fights in the city. 

The recent death of Ald. John J. Brennan 
presented a “ Donnybrook” in the Hight- 
eenth. With Brennan no longer to contend 
with, the H.-H. crowd won easily with Frank 
Gaazzolo. “‘ Barney ” Grogan’s clan laid down 
and let Gazzolo win by default. They are 
expected to seek their revenge at the April 
. election. 


Ryan Less in Thirty-fourth. 

Ali. William F. Ryan, whose record was 
Ppraieed by the Municipal) Voters’ league, 
was beaten in the Thirty-first ward by Win- 
field J. Held, son of a ealoonkeeper, who wae 
supported by the city hall clan. Ryan was 
the only alderman indorsed by the M, V. la 
who wes not successful. 

Dennis J. Egan, a Sullivanite, was defeat- 
ed in the Twentieth ward by ‘“ Menny” 
Abrahame, a saloonkeeper of unsavory Lori- 
mite reputation, backed by the H.-H. crowd, 
Egan’s.council record is nothing to boast of, 
but he was preferred to Abrahams. This 
was a bitter fight. During the campaign 
Abrahams’ saloon was blown up and fistic 
encounters were common. 


Fights at Polling Places. 

Frequent battles at the polls, but little dis- 
cernible fraud, marked the primary. The 
presence of the Progressive ticket in the 
field for the first time caused some con- 
fusion among judges and clerks over what 
versons should be allowed to vote. 

Complaints and requests for advice came 
to the election board from all parts of the 
city, and Commissioners Kellermann and 
Taylor and Charles H. Mitchell, attorney for 
the board, were kept busy settling disputes. 
Little trouble was encountered. 

Most of the slugging and fighting reported 
was in the Twentieth ward, where Ald. D. J. 
Egan and “ Manny” Abrahams bed the 
hardest and bitterest contests of the day. A 
special corps of investigators, in charge of 
Commissioner Czarnecki, patrolled the ward 
during the day. Six mounted police kept 
watch over the fifteen polling places. 


McGillen Sees End of Hearstism. 

John McGillien, chairman of the Sullivan, 
or “regular ’’ Democratic county commit- 
tee, expressed this view of the result: 

“The result merely emphasized that the 
confidence of the voters of the Democratic 
party was with the candidates.indorsed by 
the county central committee. In Mr. Flynn, 
City Clerk Connery, and Mr. O’Connor the 
Democrats have selected three men who 
made the race as Democrats and not merely 
as figurelieads for one faction.

At the state department it is considered 
that not only the members of the colony But 
also the ambassador himself are too close to 
the local situation in Mexico City to appre- 
ciate the broader view which the United 
States government must take of the recogni- 
tion of the Huerta government. Consequent- 
ly the recommendation of Ambassador Wil- 
son that a new government be recognized im- 
mediately has not been acted upon favorably. 

To state department officials one of the 
most encouraging aspects of the present sit- 
uation in Mexico fs the fact that the Huerta 
government has given assurances that Amer- 
ican claims will, receive prompt attention. 
Such action, if taken in good faith, will do 
much toward establishing the best of rela- 
tions between the two governments and 
bringing early recognition from Washington. 


Report Revolt at Durango. 

The desertion of 200 soldiers of the garrison 
at Torreon, in the state of Durango, was also 
reported. It is presumed that this force 
intends to fight against the new government 
at Mexico City. 

A raid upon the property of the Copper 
Queen mine, owned by the American Smelt- 
ers Securities company, was reported from 
Velardena, state of Durango. The mine 
buildings were.sacked and partially burned 
by the bandits, said to number about sixty. 

In Chihuahuathere is great unrest, ac- 
cording to congular réports, and uncertainty 
&s to whether the former revolutionists will 
support the new government or not. 

Other reports from. Mexico indicate a great- 
er degree of order in that country than has 
prevailed there in many months. It is re- 
garded here as quite to be expected that the 
authority of the Huerta government should 
be rsisted in some quarters by local officials, 
but it is believed that the situation is mak- 
ing satisfactory Srearese toward improve- 
ment,

A proposal to remove the legal barriers 
“@hich confine medical practice to regularly 
yicensed physicians and to allow any one to 
practice the “art and. science of healing ”’ 
who possesses enalgn medical knowledge to 
t the public, precipitated a spirited de- 
pate yesterday af the legislation conference 
of the American Medica! assoulation in Con- 
gress hotei. 

The suggestion was made by A. C, Umbreit, 
gitorney for the Wisconsin state board of 
 edical examiners, who has prepared a bill 
giong these lines for presentation to the 
jegislature of that state. In defending his 

1, which is revolutionary in ite nature, 
Pmbreit asserted all efforts to define medi- 
cine bad proved failures and unnecessarily 
gniagonized those schools not officially recog- 
pised at present. 

Opens Door to All Theories. 

Umbreit’s bill would require the state to 
issue a license to any one who could pass 
an examination in the fundamentals such as 
chemistry, anatomy, general diagnosis, and 
hygiene, whatever his theories of the healing 
art. Any unlicensed person may practice 
nealing, provided he makes it clear to the 


patient that he is not licensed to do so. it 
he makes a mistake he is liable under the 
pena! code. 
Several doctors expressed approval in 
strong terms, one of them stating that “it | 
jg not wrong in principle for any one to at- 
tempt to relieve the sick.’ 


Rival Schools Hurt Profession. 

“Heretofore all medical legislation has 
been in the nature of a compromise,’’ said 
Umbreit. “That has been my experience 
with elght legislatures, and the same is 
true of oiher states. I framed this bill be- 
cause I believe there is too much sectarian- 
ism among physicians; and this has destroyed 
thelr own purposes. This has encouraged 
the aposties of other schools of medicine to 
seck legisiation on their own account. My 
pill aims to eliminate sectarianism and let 
the applicant for a medical certificate apply 
his education and professional training in 
any way he desires, but he must have a 
fundamental knowledge to protect the pub- 
lic.” 

Dr. M. L. Harris of Chicago approved the 
Wisconsin idea, feelng that “all licensing 
systems are a failure at the present time,” 
and that future relief for regular physicians 
lay in the criminal code. 


Kentuckian Opposes Plan. 

Dr. J. N. McCormack of Bowling Green, 
Ky., wouldn't permit this idea to go unop- 
posed and waded into the attorney. 

“I certainly oppose any impression reach- 
ing the public that this meeting declares all 
the efforts we have made for thirty years 
in the way of medical legislation are fail- 
ures,”’ he said. “I can recall conditions in 
those days and can see the ehange for the 
better. Indorsing such a stamd as this would 
ta step backward.”

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CANCER OF THE BREAST. 

HEN it comes to cancer of the 

breast men have a greater ad- 

vantage than women have in 

cancer of the lip. Cancer of the 

breast is 100 times as frequent 

in women as in men. Cancer of the lip Is 
but seven times as frequent in men as in 
women, 

The figures furnished bythe old time 
surgeons showed that three-fourths of the 
tumors of the breast were cancers; that 
is to say, figuring solely on the mathemat- 
ica] basis, the chance that a given tumor 
would be a cancer was three to one. I am 
sure that this estimate was far too high, 
and that the chance is at least two to one 
the other way. 

The figures for the cases operated on 
‘were correctly given by the surgeons, but 
the nonmalignant tumors are not operated 
on. The cases not operated on did not 
enter into their calculations. To start in, 
then, when a woman finds a hard nodule 
in her breast and she has made certain 
that it does not belong there, the chance 
is at least two to one that it is not cancer. 


~ 

Being at the cancer age will not make 
much difference, since the cancer age !{s 
also the fibroma age. It is not, however, 
the retention cyst age. 

A point by which she has learned that 
she can be guided by is retraction of the 
nipple. This is a pretty good sign, when 
it is present, but, from the practical stand- 
point, it does not help much. 

Retraction of the nipple does not occur 
until the disease has run on some time. 
Operation should always be done before 
a cancer advances far enough to retract 
the nipple. 

Pain is a symptom that is emphasized. 
When violent pain is present the hard 
nodule is almost certainly a cancer, but 
many cages of cancer are not accompanied 
by pain. 

Enlargement of the glands under the 
arm is a sure sign, and yet of no prac- 
tical value. A diagnosis that is not made 
until the glands enlarge might as well not 
be made at all. 

The tumor is fixed, and cannot be 
moved around, This is a pretty sure sign, 
but not of practical value. When the 
tumor has been fixed to the chest wall 
so that it cannot be pushed about, opera- 
tion time has passed. 

The skin is immovable. This sign is of 
little value. A benign fibroid attached to 
the skin gives the same sign.

A hard tumor appearing in the breast 
at the cancer age should be watched for a 
month or two. At the end of this time, if 
it is found to be growing, it should be cut 
out and the mass examined microscopic- 
ally. 

If the microscope shows the growth not 
to he cancer, let the woman hold herself 
lucky and go on her way rejoicing. 

If it shows the growth to be cancer, let 
the wound be reopened and everything 
removed that is under suspicion, whether 
by reason of its appearance or by reason 
of what experience teaches as:to the paths 
of spreading and the zones of danger—e 
method of’ which Bland Sutton says:

ATSCOUNT HALDANE Is not the first 
lord high chancellor and keeper of 
the great seal to leave the United 
Kingdom, and the statements pub- 
lished to the effect that his crossing 

the Atlantic to attend the meeting of the 
American Bar association at Montreal at 
the end of August is a breaking of all prece- 
dent are erroneous. 

His predecessor in office, Lord Loreburn, 
who occupied the woolsack until last year, 
visited Canada in September, 1907, his ar- 
rival attracting a considerable amount of 
attention by reason of the fact that he 
was the first lord high chancellor of Great 
Britain who had ever set foot on the shores 
of the western hemisphere while in office. 

Lord Loreburn spent some time in Can- 
ada, and, if my memory serves me right, 
also crossed over the border into the United 
States, although he reached and left the 
new world by way of Halifax. 


—~o- , 

While there is an ancierit statute stil in 
force which strictly forbide the great seal 
of Pngland from being taken out of the 
kingdom, there is no law that directly for- 
bids its official keeper from leaving the coun- 
try. 

Inasmuch, however, as he ts the official 
custodian of the great seal, and it is sup- 
posed to never be out of his possession, it 
naturally follows that his absence from 
Great Britain is attended with difficulty, 
that it cannot be undertaken without the 
express permission of the sovereign, who, to- 
gether with the premier, makes special ar- 
rangemento for the care and custody of the 
great seal while the lord high chancellor 
is abroad. 

If English law is so strict about the great 
seal not leaving England, it is because the 
great seal is one of the principal instru- 
ments of sovereignty, without which no 
legal value can be given to any act of state 
or to any documents bearing the sign manual 
of the monarch. In fact, it is used on all 
occasions when the will of the ruler is to be 
officially expressed. 

It is used for all acts of state, for writs 
to summon parliament, for the ratification 
of foreign treaties, etc., and all these docu- 
ments have no legal value unless sealed with 
the great seal. 

That is why James II, on his flight from 
England deliberately dropped the great seal 
into the Thames, knowing that there was 
nothing that he could possibly do that would 
cause 80 much inconvenience to the govern- 
ment which had deposed him as the absence 
of the great seal and the impo.sibility, 
therefore, to summon parliament or to un- 
dertake any sovereign act until a new one 
was engraved. . 

If he dropped it into the river rather than 
carry it away with him to France, it was be- 
cause he believed that he was being closely 
pursued, and that he was almost certain of 
being captured before he reached the mouth 
of the river. 

The seal, it may be remembered. was re- 
covered in the nets of a fisherman.

There have only been one or two occasions 
when the great seal was lost. Lord Chan- 
cellor Thurlow was robbed of the great seal 
through the burglary of his London resi- 
dence in Great Ormonde street, and it was 
never heard of again, party spirit being so 
strong in those days that some of the min- 
isters actually ascribed the burglary and 
theft of the great seal to the opposition as 
a maneuver designed to embarrass the gov- 
ernment.

Chicago, Feb. 25.—(Editor of the Tribune. ] 
—Replyting to the letter from “D. B. D.” 
under date of Feb. 21, in today’s issue of 
Tum Trreunm: It is evident that the writer 
ts not familiar with the details'of the Jarvis 
Hunt proposed central terminal station. If 
the Pennsyivania group of roads is prevented 
from building a new terminal station on the 
site they have selected west of the river, they 
would unquestionably go inte the Grand 


Central terminal station, proposed by Mr. 
Hunt, between Twelfth and Sixteenth streets 
Mr. Hunt's proposed terminal station at 
this point is in complete harmony with the 
Chicago Plan Beautiful, and, it seems to me, 
is the very foundation of the whole scheme, 
as it solves in a simple, logical way two great 
problems confronting the city, which must be 
aorved in some way in @ very short time— 
namely: the congestion on ow streets tn the 
central business district and the overcrowded 
street cars. .

Here Ie the Resolution. 
The text of the resolution is as follows: 

RESOLVED by the senate of the state 
of Illinois, the house of representatives 
concurring therein:

If the Supreme court 
of the state shall decide that a law 
duly enacted is in violation of the con- 
stitution of the state on the ground that 
it is not warranted by the police power 
or is a taking of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law, or impairs the 
obligation of contract or is special legis- 
lation, the general assembly by resolu- 
tion upon the vote of a majority of the 
members elected to each house, or the 
electors by a petition filed with the secre- 
tary of state, signed by 5 per cent of the 
electors af the state voting for the office 
of governor at the next preceding general 
election therefor, may submit the act to 
the electors of the state at the next gen- 
eral election held not less than sixty days 
after the passage of said resolution or 
the filing of said petition, as the case may 
be, and if a majority of the electors vot- 
ing on such measure approve the same, it 
shall be and become a law with full 
force and affect as soon as the general 
assembly shall thereafter re@nact said 
law with or without amendments ger- 
mane thereto. The general assembly 
shall enact legislation conformable here- 
to for carrying into effect the foregoing 
provisions. 


Twice Enactéd Law Must Stand. 

Section 1B. Upon an act of the 
legislature being duly enacted and re- 
enacted at two different legislative ses- 
sions and thereafter sustained by a ma- 
jority of the electorate voting thereon 
upon a referendum as provided fer in the. 
act, it and all amendments thereto ger- 
mane to the same, thereafter adopted 
by the legislature, shall be deemed and 
held not to violate those clauses of the 
state constitution which prohibit the tak- 
ing of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law, or which impair the 

obligation of contract or prohibit epecial . 

legislation.

Man Who Started as Employe of Field, 
Letter & Co. in 1879 Succumbs at 
Rochester, Minn. 


Harry I. Mills, a member of Marshell Field 
& Co., died yesterday at Rochester, Minn. 
He was born at Valparaiso, Ind., in 1850 and 
received his education in the public schools 
of that place. He came to Chicago in the 
spring of 1876. entering the employ of A. C. 
Mather & Co. 

Im 1879 Mr. Mills entered the retail store 
of Field, Leiter & Co. In February, 1880, he 
was transferred to the wholesale, then occu- 
pying the old building at the corner of Madi- 
gon and Market streets. 

During his connection with Marshall Field

Message|from Dr. Mawson. 

MELBOURNY, Australia, Feb. 25.—Lond 
Denman, gfov r general of the common- 
wealth of Australia, received a wireless 
message from Dr. Mawson today, which 
says: 

“Our sledging season has-been very suc- 
cessful We have opened up a large area 
of new land both east and west of Common- 
wealth bay. We have obtained important 
mew data from nursbers of stations in close 
proximity to the magnetic pole.” 

The dispatch concludes: “It ts probable 
that six of the staff of the expedition, as 
well as myself, may be unavoidably detained 
for another year in the Antarctic.” 

The new land discovered by Dr. Mawson in 
the south polar regions will be named King 
George land. The territory lies between Vic- 
toria Land and Adelie Land.

Without 
the slightest hesitation we pass on physical and 
mental deficiencies to the next generation. 

“We give time to the consideration of the di- 
vorce evil, which is right, but we should’ also. 
give our attention to the things Which make 
the present high percentage of divorces possible 
and in some instances necessary.

Some Kitchen Economies. 

My family consigts of my husband and two 
children, school age. My grocery bill last 
month for groceries and meat combined was 
$30 and 1 had conipany to meais tour or five 
I buy the best of 
meat, but when I buy a roast I start, say for 
Sunday dinner, hot, cold for tea, for Monday 
splendid brown stew and dumpling with part 
of the gravy; then/another good meal of hash 
with green pepper and onion, and last, but not 
least, a fine soup from remaining bones, scraps, 
gravy, etc., which may be left over, pieces of 
celery or any leftover vegetable, cooked well, 
strained, and a can of my home canned to- 
matoes added, king a soup fit for the “gods.” 
Any leftover rd bread I cut in inch squares 
and brown in the! frying pan in a little hot 
drippings; delicioug with the soup and saves 
crackers. When I have chicken I fix the left- 
over in a chafing dish with cream sauce and 
half can peas and little minced green pepper 
and serve with toast points. When I fix home 
made baked beans| I bake enough to be used 
for lunch next day, one baking serves all, 
for lunch next day; one baking serves ail. 
oup, beat it well, and fill the cup with cold 
water; that does three mornings, using one- 
third each morning, which is all that is 
needed to make perfectly clear coffee. I 
save all milk and cream drips and make pan- 
cakes, etc., instead of buying buttermilk at 
6 cents per bottle, In using matches around 
the s stove I always light from one burner 
to an®ther with the same match, thereby sav- 
ing perhaps one-half dozen matches getting 
each meal, I buy soap in large box of sixty- 
six bare, which saves considerable; aleo a box 
of apples holding a bushel, which saves 19 
cents per peck. I ican some fruit, all the to- 
matoes I use, jellies, fine pickles, etc., and -we 
live well on $80 per month, Mrs. G. W. T.

Should Not Neglect Mending. 


We live in Colorafo in a sriall town of 6,000. 
My husband earns $150 per month. We pay $16 
a month rent, about $2 for electricity, burn coal 
for heating and cooking. We have three chil- 
dren, oldest about # years. Keep up $8,000 life 
insurance, send our oldest child to private 
school, pay about $40 a year toward the sup- 
port of our church; do all my own work, bak- 
ing included. Our (table rarely exceeds $20 a 
month. We have well prepared cereals for 
breakfast and supper, All leftovers, such as 
tomatoes, beans, peas, potatoes, etc. with 
chopped onions, the ends of celery, etc., go in 
the soup pot. We have soup most every day. 
Leftover cereals cold pancakes, and dry bread 
are put in pancake batter. I use an aluminium 
griddle thereby eliminating grease—a saving on 
money and digestion. I waste absolutely noth- 
ing. Women lose much money by neglecting 
mending stockings. I have not had to purchase 
any stockings for over six months by keeping 
them mended. This last year we savéd over 
$400. Hope you will continue your good work, 
as we all need your help.

I save much on our meat bill by watching 
the downtown department stores’ advertise- 
ments in THs Trrevunw for sales of ham and 
bacon, which I thus buy for less than even 
the special sales of our local grocer enables 
me to do.

I do all my housework, sewing, etc. When 
the men’s white and light colored negligese 
shirts are past wearing I take the best of them 
and make guimps for the little girls, sometimes 
making a dusting cap or dainty apron for the 
firls and myself. I make neck ruching. I buy 
narrow Valenciennes lace or edging, pull the 
heavy thread at the edge enough to ruffle it, sew 
it on narrow tape with the machine, then cut 
into neck iengths, hem each end, and ft takes 
but a minute to rip oyt a soiled ruche and baste 
in a fresh clean laundered one. For the boys I 
take strong tape, cut waist measure lengths, 
run it into the hem, and with the machine or by 
hand fasten each end with a few good stitches, 
then work buttonhgle and sew'on button, and 
there is no trouble in tying it or the ends for- 
ever hanging out, besides the waist irons better. 
Flour sacks (we manage to empty quite a few 
in a month's time) are made into sash cur- 
tains, dish towels, underwaists, linings, and 
underwear for the small children, and at a pinch 
for myself too. | 

In the meat line I usually get a seven or 
eight pound beef pot roast from the shoulder. 
For the first meal we have it hot with vegeta- 
bles and bread pudding. The next day I out off 
enough for sandwiches for the children, then 
out of the’rest I make hash or meat balls or 
pie. Of course, we have different meats, but the 
above is my standby. In the way of puddings 
I always take enough rice for plain pudding and 
of what is left. I add to it plenty of mpaisina, 
an egg or two, some evaporated milk, and bake 
it. On other days I soak till soft all dry crusts 
of bread. Add them to the rice and have bread 
pudding. 

I also can all fruit we need, buying it when 
it's plenty and often on Saturdays when grocers 
and fruit dealers sell cheaper. Jelly I seldom 
make, as it takes more work, and sugar, and, 
what's bad for the pocketbook, is eaten just as 
soon. 

I believe In every one having a garden, if only 
a two by four. Bury all your waste in piles, 
throw your dishwater and suds over it now and 
then and fork it over good. You will have all 
the vegetables you need and then some to give 
to some one less fortunate. If you have room, 
even for a piano box for a coop and a little 
run, have a few hens even if they are scrubs, 
What you can't eat give to them. With a little 
care they will repay you something anyway. 
Besides, it's good for the nerves to look after 
something else besides housework. I know, be- 
cause I’ve been a hongekeeper for thirty-five 
years and had al! kinds of ups and downs, The 
main thing is to learn to manage on little and 
learn to be a good manager. It doesn’t hurt. 
It helps our brain grow and to have patience 
with others. MRS, 


On the Blue Ridge. 


The people of the Blue Ridge mountains live 
cheaper than any I have ever seen. They 
have to. The men seldom make more than $1 
a day, and parents often have from four to 
six children. I have been puzzled to see how 
they can exist. But the chfldren are happy 
and present quite a decent appearance. 

The principal. thing in cutting thelr ex- 
penses is the size of their homes, hey live 
in houses of three or four rooms and save 
rent, fuel, and light, 
nishings. 

Now, I do not recommend such a cramped 
existence to the northerner. But I do believe 
many could reduce the number of their livine 
rooms to advantage. Cut out the parlor, make 
the dining room do for q sitting room. Choose 
a light, airy room for a bedroom and put the 
machine near a window there, with a corner 
fenced off wheré the children can play. Send 
every one out to get as much air as they can 
every day and leave all windows up while ther 
are gone. Dress the lttle ones in jersey 
aweaters and dark woolen bloomers, fresh 
every Sunday morning.

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Holds Proposed Joint Traffic with 
Central Pacific Must Gov- 
ern All Lines. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 25.—Open com- 
petition between the Union and Southern Pa- 
cific, the two great component parts of the 
Harriman system, and no favors from one 
te the other because of their past connection, 
are the only terms under which the Califor 
nla state railroad commission will approve 
the unmerging steps now being taken in com- 
Piiance with the Supreme court order for 
diasolution. 

In a decision handed down late hast night 
bearing on the situation of the two roads in 
California the commission denied the appli- 
cation of the Union Pacific for a 900 year 
lease of the Southern Pacific conmecting link 
between Oakland and Sacramento, known as 
the Benicia Short line, and further declared 
wherever the Southern Pacific granted the 
Union Pacific’s subsidiary in California, the 
Central Pacific, joint use of its termina] fa- 
cilities and industry tracks {t should grant 
the same privileges to any other competing 
Mine on similar terms. 


Victory for Gould Lines, 

The Western Pacific, a Gould property, in 
the hearing just closed, demanded equal 
rights with the Centra! Pacific for their road 
and were upheld in each instance in the deci- 
sion. 

The findings were telegraphed immediately 
to Attorney General Wickersham at St. Louia 
where the dissolution plans are being con- 
sidered in the federal court. 

The telegram contained a strong criticism 
of the plans as previously agreed upon by the 
attorney genera) and the railroad officials, 
and another method of bringing about the dis- 
solution is suggested. Instead of forcing 
the Southern Pacific to sell the Central Pa- 
cific line from Ogden to San Francisco, the 
commission recommends that the Centra! Pa- 
cific be leased for a long term of years to the 
Union Pacific, thus making a through line for 
the Union Pacific from Omaha to San Fran- 
cisco. 


Connect Bankers with Plan. 

In @ supplemental opinion the commission 
eays: “The Western Pacific railroad com- 
pany, the syndicate formed by Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., the Union Pacific bankers, is in effect 
accomplishing by indirection what the Su- 
preme court refused to permit to be accom- 
plished directly—viz.: The purchase by the 
mtockholders of the Union Pacific of the 
Southern Pacific stook. 

“It is urged that this banking house and 
the syndicate formed by it are controlled by 
the large stockholders of the Union Pacific 
and that by making the Southern Pacific an 
undesirable investment the stockholders of 
the Southern Pacific company will be de- 
terred from buying and the Union Pacific 
controlled syndicate wil! thereby secure con- 
trol of this stock, thus leaving the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific controlled by 
the same stockholders.”’
